Tronsides Not Strong. 

Even_the Ironsides themselves 

will not. maintain that they are 
strong enough numerically to rule 
the vast province of Kwangtung 
and its $5,000,000 people. 
’ At present they are in a state. 
of war with the Kwangsi faction 
but stalemate has set in, leading 
to an impression that both sides 
prefer to newotiate rather than 
fight matters out to the bitter 
end, ‘ 

“Supposing there had been no 
Kwangai faction, some adventurer 
general. is bound to turn up.in a 
province where temptation: is 
provided by good revenues with 
enly a small ruling force. ' 

Favourable Disinterestedness. 

General Li Fook-lum realises 
that the interests of peace—and 
therefore of himself—are not 
served by an atmosphere of un- 
easiness. ° ae 

‘ Accordingly, his agents are 
reputed to have been busy dis- 
cussing matters with the respec- 

- tive parties, 
There is one favourable factor 
which lends a ‘happy influence to 
_ the outlook. Other generals who 
act as mediators invariably ask a 
, good deal for themselves, but no- 
body can picture General Li 
Fook-lum.in such a role. Any- 
body can have Canton for that 
- matter as long ‘as. his Honam is 
left to his own devices. And he 
. holds Honam at present and has 
done so for years. : : 

: The Lesser Evil. _ 

One extreme which is undesir- 
able in any province of China is 
that it should have a superfluity 
of troops. In other words, there 
is not sufficient territory to'be 
shared. General Chiang Kai-shek 
realised this well and. he got rid 

. of those that he did not trust and 
packed 'the others off to war. 

Kwangtung is now at the other 
extreme, having too few troops 
and thereby letting the Com- 
munists get in. 

Of the two great evils—an 
abundance ‘of ‘troops and the Red 
menace—the- Cantonese most cer- 
‘tainly fear the latter more than 
the former, . :

If the Ironsides are adamant, 
hostilities are imminent and the 
experts predict that the Kwangsi 
faction—supported morally and 
materially by the central Nation- 
alist Government at Nanking— 
ought to be back in Canton in 
three weeks. «° : 

Short-sighted: Policy. 

Much_business has to be done 
before China New Year. In fact 
not a few trades reap their an- 
nual harvest at this time, Quite 
a number of influential people are 
ready to make sacrifices to be 
assured of such a harvest, 

But the policy of government 
by partnership—if it can be 
described as such—is very short- 
sighted. : 

A prediction has already been 
made—before it has come _ into 
being—that it can only last till 
next spring when the partners 
will. be squabbling among them- 
selves again for territory. 

Thankful for sma!l mereics in 
these days, the Cantonese will 
still be grateful for a few months’ 
respite. 

Under False Pretences, . 
However, clouds loom on the 
horizon. ; 
First’ of all there is a pro- 
bability—already referred ‘to ‘as: 
the other extreme—of“theré ke- 
ing too many troops and not 
cnough revenue to go round, 
The result is inevitable—civil 
war until a stronger army over-. 
comes ‘its rivals. : 

A still more serious outcome is 
the arrival in Kwangtung of mili- 
tary units at present in other 
parts of China who are marching 
under false pretences. ; 

The Ironsides, at first suspect- 
ed of being Red themselves, have 
been found wanting. So the most 
popular slogan to-day,:now that 
the Red reign of terror is ended, 
is “down with the Ironsides.” 

Prodigals & the Fatted Calf, 

Having found:an excuse which 
sounds ‘logical, a. Nationalist

’ | Chinese Investors Realize Security 


Of Hong Kong, 


The anti-British boycott against 
Hong Kong was launched in June, 
1926. For nearly two years traders 
in the little British colony at the 
mouth of the Canton -river were 
gloomy and nervous. British and 
Chinese , merchants complained 
about the cautious policy of’ local 
bank managers. As usually hap- 
pens in times of trouble, appeals 
were made to the Government “to 
do something.”, As a result an 
effort wus made to assist local com- 
merce by means of a trade loan. 
Sums totalling more than $15,000,- 
000 (Hong Kong currency) were 
granted in order to alleviate the 
financial difficulties of business men 
resident in the Colony. 

It may be remembered that the 
original loan of £1,800,000 necded 
to finance the scheme was floated 
Jin London, Although Hong Kong 
-borrowers were inclined to grumble 
at the terms upon which the local 
Government lent them money, it is 
generally believed ‘that the moral 
effect of the trade loan was excel- 
lent. It did show any ‘nervous 
{ Chinese investors in local securities 
‘that the Imperial Government of 
‘Great Britain was ready to “stand 
| by” the Colony. ae 

Historians: will probably record 
that in two waya the Imperial Goy- 
ernment saved the “face” of ‘Bri- 
tons ‘in Hong Kong during the 
[troubled times of 1925-27. One 
jwas the offer of the trade loan. 
The other was the movement of the 


Far Enst. Gestures mean much 
when watched and commented upon 
by the Chinese, who always’ think 
in theatrical terms. Those two 
-geatures from London produced a 
very steadying influence upon the 
Chinese population of Hong Kong. ., 

Previous Periods of Anxiety, 

In the midst of chaos and con- 
fusion it ‘is always dificult to take 
a long view. But the facts of the 
past do enable us to form some sort 
of idea about the future. History 
has its useg. The events of the, 
fast two years in Hong’ Kong have 
been exasperating and unusual. 
There have, however, been periods 
of grent anxiety and trade depres- 
sion in the past, It is not the Bri- 
tish habit to retreat from difficul- 
ties. If it had been there would 
have been very little British trade 
in China during ‘the last century. 

The’ following figures convey 
some idea of the growth of the re- 
venue of Hong Kong during the last 
thirty years:— ‘

Thus in-1907 there was a 
setback compared with 1906; and 
1908 gave lower figures than 1907, 
| After that the increase continued 
‘for ten years, and for the next 
three years there was a setback.

PROPOSED REFINING 

: ' PLANTS... . ., 

An interesting statement. with 
regard to the Dutch East Indies 
as-a factor in the silver market is 
made in ‘the “Gazette de 
Hollande.” Hitherto, when 
referring to the continent 
of. Asia, as a stlver - pro- 
ducer, the Dutch possessions were 
hardly taken into account. Min- 
ing of gold and silver ore_ has 
been carried on inthe Dutch 
East Indies for many years. The 
ore, however, had to be sent 
abroad for refining, so that the 
precious metals were classed as 
exports. from other’ countries, 
principally the United States, 
Now it is contemplated not only 
to develop the mining properties 
in the Dutch East Indies, but to 
refine the gold and silver there 
and to-export the refined and 
assayed metal direct to consum- 
ing markets. The plan has the 
approval of Government, and is 
likely to.be put into effect early 
in 1928. Under present circum- 
stances the production of refined 
silver from’ the two. silver-gold 
mines in Sumatra—-Equator and 


Simau—is estimated at only 21%], ° 


million troy ounces a year, which 
means 1-per cent. of world pro-, 
duction. But the interesting point 
is that the refining is to be carried 
out on the spot, and that, more- 
over, the bar silver is to be ship- 
ped to. China direct, instead of to 
the London and New York mar- 
kets. At the moment Mr.. R, T. 
Breakensiek, the representative 
of the mine owners, is at Shang- 
hai studying local requirements 
and with a view to make arrange- 
ments for the marketing of the 
company’s silver output.

JAPANESE NAVY. 
NOTES ON A SPECTACULAR 
~ GROWTH. 


FOR DEFENCE ONLY. 


i Tokyo, Nov. 12, 

In no other branch of Japan's 
genera) activities has there ° been 
a greater'and a more. spectacular 
advance than in the evolution of 
‘her navy. The grand naval” re- 
view held at the commencement of 
this month, in the presence of the 
Emperor, attested well to this fact. 
No less than 170 vessels from giant 
drendnaughts to powerful cruisers 


of the most modern type, stretched|. Wh 


out in line after line, a visfble sym- 
bol of Japan's strength on the sea 
since she came “into contact ‘with 
the outer world. The fleet was 
well supported. by other fighting 
units of the Navy, ‘including 80 
aeroplanes, The Japancse press 
has evinced the greatest pride in 
cruisers of the Kako type, displac- 
ing 7,000 tons, which the papers 
declare to be the invention of Jap- 
anese naval genius. These cruis- 
ers mount eight-inch guns and are 
credited witha very -high speed. 
Attention during the recent re- 
view was ‘concentrated even more 
onthe “Akagi,” of 26,900 tons, the 
newest aeroplane carrier, which 
Japanese officials long have main- 
tained is the last word in naval 
construction of that type. Its de- 
tails have been kept strictly secret 
and further interest was focussed 
on this craft because of a semi- 
ofticial statement to the effect that 
it was the belief of Japanese ‘naval 
experts that efficient service by an 
aeroplane carrier would, to a great 
extent, determine fortunes of battle 
in actual warfare. The ‘painstak- 
ing care with which the . secrete 
claimed for the “Akagi” are, being 
guarded is best seen by a: notice 
that minor officers of the vessel 
are not permitted to enter the fly- 
ing deck, which is provided with a 


special arrangement, whereby ac- |" 


cess to it can be had. The'“Akagi" 


_|has three flying decks, one on top 


of the other, while the British 
aeroplane carriers have two decks 
and the American carriers one. 
The “Akagi is said to be capable of 
developing 28 knots'per hour. In

4 passenger airship service the vea- 
sula of which made 800° flights, 


“covered about 100,000 milea, and 


carried 17,000 passengers without a 
stale fatal accident.’ It may-or it 
cmay not be true that Germany has 
-evased airship ‘construction, but it 
iy certain that ‘Germany has less in- 
ducement to. develop this type of 
uareraft now that she hay lost most 
ot her colonies. oe 
; Although “Mr. Spanner may: have 
given considerable study to | this 
subject, he can hardly claim to be 
“among the experts, whose sumber 
in this country can in alt probability. 
be counted on the fingers of both 
hands.’ The decision to build air- 
ships was reached after hearing the 
opinion of ‘the best-kuown. experts,

ever, justified in believing that no 
very great ‘change can have taken 
place in regard to the docility of 
children. Consequently, even a 
century of effort to suppress the 
fidgeting of boys has not in the 
‘past, and will not in the future, 
produce any appreciable hereditary 
! effects.” : ; 

Major Darwin said that in this 
country at the present time in- 
ferior types were multiplying more 
| yapidly than the superior, this be- 
i ing due to what was known as the 
differential birth-rate. “If we are 
to.preserve our civilisation for Jong 
into the future,” he said, “we must 
reverse the effect of the differential 
birth-rate by increasing the fertill- 
ty of all the superfor stock, and by 
decreasing that of all the inferior, 
All is'not going well with wa, It is 
{mot improbable that mental defect, 
{ insanity, and crime are all increas- 
ing. Unemployment {fs rife, our 
slums are still with ‘us, and when 
new houses are built’ slum condi- 


ttions sometimes reappear behind 


the clean outside walls, and but few 
great men are appearing in our 
midst. Racfal deterforation, if 
‘allowed to continue, will inevitably 


tide of our prosperity. If our civil- 
‘sntion is really threatened, as I 
believe, with an invisibly slow, but 
deadly decay, then’ it will depend 

on women than on men, 
whether the situation’ fs, or is not, 
to be saved.

ONE OF NATURE'S 

' CURIOSITIES. 

PECULARITY. OF BEAK, | 
Anyone who has’ -been lucky 
enough to spend-a few days at 
Fraser's HiIl or for that matter any 
hill station in Malaya must have 
noticed the presence of a large 
bronid-winged bird, | circling, gen- 
crally in pairs, over the ‘tops of 
the fnr-renching forests. If one 
were able ta see this bird close up 
(writes “Jehu” in the “Straits 


1]|Times”) one would find little difl- 


culty in recognising our old frienit 
of the Zoo’ the hornhill, but from 
a distance the peculiarity of his 
beak is lost.. This beak of his is 
one of Nature’s curiosities, and 
Leven ut‘the present day, in spite 
of close observation, ornithologists 
are still puzzled by the raised 
cnsque which surmounts it. 
Various conjecturés have been put 
forward but so far, no one has'de- 
finitely solved the mystery of ita 
use. : 

It muy be that.this protuberance 
which is hollow in every species 
except one, enables the bird to 
issue the deep note in his call, an- 
other supposition is that the casque 
which is set above the, brain cavity 
to avoid shock, is used as a ham- 
mer to aid the bird in making holes 
in; the tree, within which he builds 
hig nest. The casque is naturally 
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white, but. every day the hornbill|' 


will colour the horny portions with 
a yellowy reddish fluid secretion 
ina small gland in, his body. Here 
again naturalists have ‘been 
puzzled, but the theory has been 
advanced that this pigment in some 
way preserves the horny texture of 
the casque and beak. 


Health Test. 


Suffice it to say that the health]. 


of the bird can generally be'gauged 
by the brightness of the’ pigment, 
in that if the hornbill -is in ill 
health the beak is dry and dis- 
coloured, and if well, bright and 
shiny. It is just possible that the 
casque is an aid to beauty at mat- 
ing time, like the fine feathers of 
the peacock, but this idea could,’ 
T think, be laughed aside, in spite 
of the fact that the human and 
hornbill iden of comeliness are 
mercifully not the same, 

Not long after my interest in 
these birds had been aroused I 
was walking along one of the many 
paths through the: jungle at 
Fraser’s Hill when I was startled 
by a loud rushing noise, almost 
unearthly in its weirdness, which 
I have since heard likened to a 
steam engine or to the falling of 
a tree. Collingwood noticed in the 
middle of last century that this 
curious noise was made by the 
hornbill while havering in its flight 
and was caused by a violent and 
rapid vibration of the quill 
feathers of the wing much in the 
same manner as the drumming of 
the common snipe. ; 


A Unique Nest. . 

‘The nest ‘of the hornbill is quite 
unique, The site chosen is nearly 
always the interior of a hollow, 
termite riddled tree near water, 
the hottom of the cavity being filled 
up to a level just below the hold 
with bits of stick and twigs; 
surface covering of the female’s 
breast feather is then Jaid for the 
eggs. When the

MAKERS REFUSE TO | 
RENDER, 


‘RESTRAINT OF TRADE’ 

Members of the Federation of 
British Manufacturers of Sports 
and Games, Limited, have decided 
to. refuse to tender for the 
supply to tennis balls to the Lawn 
Tennis Association under the con- 
ditions act forth by the association. 
These provided that the manufac- 
turers must not brand the box or 
the ball and that thera was to be 
an agreed. fixed price between the 
L.T.A. and the manufacturers. ° 

In o letter sent to the associa. 
tion by ‘thy federation after the 
meeting it was pointed out that al- 
though the tender was only recelv- 
ed by some: of the manufacturers 
{t closed on Thursday. : 

“Experience has proved it'to be 
impossible to produce a first-class 
ball at a maximum retail price of 
14s, Gd. a dozen,” stated tho letter, 
aftor referring to' unofficial infor- 
mation that the intention of the 
L.A. was to reduce the price to 
that figure from the present. prices 
of 188. 6d. to 21s, 

If the object of the association 
In calling for tenders is to provide 
a cheaper ball it means (the Ict- 
ter. said) that the manufacturers 
of high-class’ goods may have -to 
reduce the quality of the rubber, 
and certainly ‘the quality of the 
felt, to comply with the require- 
ments which thé” association seeks 
to impose, 


‘Patents at Stake. 


The proposal, that no ball shall 
yemr-the name-of-the-manufacturer- 
makes it quite impossible for some 
of the makers of high-class tennis 
balla to tender at all for their best 
quality product, for the renson that 
the moment they produce a ball 
under their own particular form of 
manufacture without certain marks 
by which the ‘article could be iden- 
tified they forfeit valuable rights 
under existing-patent—law:

“QUESTION OF DISCIPLINE. 


Thore are two usual methods’ of 
dealing with a business which is 
in enfeobled health, writes the 
Medical Correspondent . of the 
“Times.” The first way is to. “cut 
down expenses; the second way 
is to infuse new ‘life .into the 
patient. 

The second way is much the 
more difficult, ‘since it calls for the 
exercise of courage and even of 
daring. .

Exactly the same sort of choice 
Hes before a man whose health is 
becoming enfeebled. He can, if he 
kes, eut down his expenses—that 
is to say, he can restrict his 
netivities—or he can set out to 
increase activity in the very teeth 
of his weakness. 

This latter course, demands a 
high degree of resolution, but the 
rewards arc commensurnte with 
the effort expended, Perhaps the 
greatest reward of all is the dis- 
covery, which is always made 
sooner or later, that health, no 
matter how: enfecbled, {s health, 
and is therefore capable of im- 
provement. The weakest man pos- 
aesses some strength, and may, in 
the majority of cases, increase his 
possession. De eek 

But he must set about the buai- 
ness discreetly, and he must have 
at his disposal a~certain modicum 
of knowledge. He must know, for 
example, that life, in its physio- 
logical aspect, is a ‘series of reac- 
tions rather than of actions.

."“DODGES”. EXPLAINED. 

A. A. Remedios, a former em- 
ployee of the Hong Kong and China 
Gas Co, Ltd. again appeared be- 
fore Mr.. Lindsell at the Central 
Magistracy yesterday charged with
